HARTINNYUX was borr, in 1916 in Lvov, His father's name is Hrlhow*md his
mother's name is Maria,) His father came from the village of Kuti, Zolochivskiy
povit, Ternopol oblast, and was a gymaoium German language teacher, He taught
German in a school in Lwov located on Lva 3apihiestr. No, 43 and also at & private
semirary oporatod by Basilisn nuns where he tsught both in the grasium and the
teacher's sexinary,

The MARTINYUX family hed its own private home on Zamarstinivskiystr. Wo, 53
(?), Lvov, The entire family consisted of the following: Fajher Hrihory, mothe-
Hnri;, sister Olgntuhn married ths nechunical engineor ?mu) ARIVSKIY, sister

Bohdan corpleted grade echool (Pecple's school namod IRINCHENKO) 4n Lvov and
in 1925 he enrolled In the gynmasium Lva Sapihi No, 43 where his father tavght
Cerman, He was one of the brightest studeats in his class and cach year his marks
showed him to be “outstaniing®, His best subjects were cherdstry and the German
language, He had an unucual talent for chemistry and his German was excellent
bocauwe of his father, !lils father wvas very much concerned about Bohdan'’s bohavior
since Dohdan wau very indepéndent ir. his ways, was very active and liked to play
tricks on others and carry oa like a modern "R.ck and Rol11" fanatic, Many other
student.s complained to Bohdan's father about his behavior, To kecp him ia line,
his father often forbid ilm to leave the house after school hours, and withdrew
hie allowance, All this did nét stop Bohdan,

In 1730 Bohden joinod the OUN Youth crganization which prepared the young for
later membership in the OUN, In 1728 Bohdar joined the organization "Plast® vhish
was then under the influonce of the Ukrainian Nationalists and specifiecally or—
ganized by the UVO (Ukrainian Military Organization.).

In any case, Bohdan MARTINTUK was ordered by tho KE to investigate KOPACH
and his connections v:ith the Folish polics and to determine all contacts maintained
by the KOFACH group and its net throughout the Western Ukraine, He was to report
his findings to Mikola K0S, Bohdan began this by assigning three of his people
to join ths KOPACH group who then reported doily activity to Bohdan, In two .
morths after undertaking this assignmont, Bohdun suoudtted his findings to Mikola

KOS in which he resported the followdng:

_ In the latter part of May or early Juns 193 tbe KE (legitimate one) held a
moeoting in Lvov with the following members attending: }IKOLA BIHUM, Mikola KOS,
Vasil RIVAK, Yulfan BONDARUK, Sofia MOISEIOVICH and ¥ikhaile XORZHAN, At this
meoting Bohdan MARTINYUK's report was presented and it was decided to instruct
Maria KOVALYUK and Mikhailo DMITEMKO to sever relationship with KGPACH and to
subordinato themselves to the real KE along with their followsrs, It was further
decided (by secret ballot) that KOPACH was to be liquidated for being & Polish
sgent, Rogarding KOVALYUK and DMITERKO, it was agresd that in the event those
two rejected the EE decision they too ware ‘0 ba sentenced to death by the OUN, .
Mikola KOS was delegated to tranmmit the KE instructions to DXNITEIKO and KOVALYUR,
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Approximately a wesk aftor this session of the KE KO3 reported that he had
spoken with DMITERKO and KOVALYUK at which time he informed them of the XE
cdocision, Nevertheless, they both rejected the KB offor and refused to break
with KOPACH. In view of this rofusal, their liquicdation was the next move,

The liquidation was to be carried out by Johdan MARTINYUK who was ascigned
three goons for the Job by likola XO5, One of the goons, one Mikhailo GIRETA
of Berezhan, happined to run into KCPACH and Maria KOVALYUK on tho street in Lvov

" and shot them both, -Saveral weeks after this, goom Andriy KACHOR met Mikhailo

DHITERXO on the street and shot him, In a very short while after these shootings,
all nembers of the OB subordinatod themselves to tle KE, MARTINYTUK's work was .
woll done and no one was arrosted as a result of it, However, as usual in this

sort of thing, this svent had its wesk link, Gocn Mikhailo/FRETA, while reporting
to MARTINYUK after the shooting, accidentally shot himself in the foot. The..

wound was 80 severe that an operation was called for immedistely. Since it wae

too risky to send him to the hospital, it was dscided to care for him privately,
Mikhsllo KORZHAN, who maintained cecntact with Dr, MariaXDANCHISHIN, was requested
to solicit her aid in pcrforming the operution on CERETA, PANCUISHDY perfornmod

the opsration and then ordered GERETA to bed for several months, MARTINYUK then

‘transported GERETA to a safohonze to recuperate. I should like to point out here
* that Bohdan MARTINYUK, as chief of intelligence, s woll as a studen’ at the Lvov

Fulytechnical Institute, was instructed to procure potassium of cyanide for his
goons who wore ordered to take the stuff if caught by tho polize,
obtained ‘the potassium and had trisd it out on soveral dogs with excellent results,

Appro.dmboiy three weeke af!.: GERETA accidentally ehot himself, HARTDTUE
informod KO3 that it was neceasary to find a new safchouse for GERZTA, A new house
was located and MARTINYUK undertook the Sransfer cf GERETA, Several wecks aftor

. moving into the now house the Polish police arrived and arrested GERITA, At the

firat opportunity he had,  GERETA swallowsd MARTINYTUK's potassium concoction

but failed to die as expected. He was taksn Lo a prison in Lvov where ho remained
three mcnthe and hwere he gave a full confesuion to the police. Taen he died,
Rev, ( muixunocmn » prison chaplin, affirmed that GERETA tured completely
black before his death, It 1s not known what all he told.the Polish police,

It is not known whether Bohdan MARTINTUK was instrunsntal in GERETA's arrest
(that he hslped the police), However, the fact remains that his potassium of

‘cyanide did not kill GERETA slthough it should have within soveral ainutes,

Following this event, many were suspicious of Bolidan MARTINTUK oven though
proof of hls guilt was lecking, In any case, on instructions of Mikola BIHUN,
all contacts with Bohdan MARTINYUK wore ordared to ceass. '

In 1935, appraximately two yoars after the above episode, all members of
KE were srrested except Yuligan BOVDARYUK, Sofia MOISZIOVICH, Bohdan MARTINYUR
and Mikola BIi{UN, Those arrested were sentenced to from 12 to 15 years. During
the investigation, inquiries were made about the death of KOPACH, KOVALYUX and
DMITERKO, Since there was no proof that these members of the KE partisipated
in these desths no charges were made in this respect, )
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; . Bohdan MARTINYUX continued his studies at the Polytechnical Institute and
ot shortly before the Bolshevik occupation of the Western Ukraine received his
¢ diplowa as chemical engineer.

During the first Bolshevik occupation of the Vestern Ukraine, Bohdan MARTINYUK
‘rezained in Lvov whers he worked in somo chemical plante .

When in 1944 the Bolsheviks again approached Lvov, Bohdan MARTINTUK departed
for Vienna where in May 1945 the Bolsheviks again caught up with him, He
iwmediately registered himself as a Polish citizen ad received a Polish pasport,
He made contact with the USIA (Director of Sovist Property ifi Austria) and obtainod
[ pcutlon in an oil refinery in Vienna or near Viema, .

I first learned of his prosence in Vienna in 1946 from his brother-in-law
&"slneor (Mu) RAITARIVXIY who lived with his wife and children in the village of
. Zell am Zeo near Salsburg, RAITASIVEIY often visitnd Vienna where he met with .

{ Bohdan, I am not certain but I think RAITARIVSKIY io now ei‘her in the USA or
: Canada, .

In early 1947 I et RAITARIVIXIY in Salszbturg in the DP camp "Lechsenfeld”
and he told ne then that he came to Salzburg to ses Pondan MARTINTUK who was
supposed to meet him there, Thet sace day Bohdan KAFTDIYUK arrived on schedule in
an auto driven Iy an wknown chauffer in civilian clothes.

I mot him in front of the "Ukrsinian Aid Committee™ offico and aftsr amenities,
asked hinm where he lived, where he ‘worked, etc., Bohdan imxodiately warned me not
to talk with him too long for he was accompanied by a chaufleur, He sald, "The
